The  Sunset  Law  Repeal. 

The  repealer  of  the  “Sunset  Law”  U  of 
sech  general  publ  c  importance  that  its 
publication  in  anticipation  of  the  forth¬ 
coming  spring  elections  is  timely  : 

A  Supplement  loan  act  entitled  “An  act 
to  regulate  elections,”  approped  April 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  bundled 
and  “eventy-six. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
That  in  all  elections,  general/  local  or 
charter,  to  be  held  in  this  State,  the  polls 
shall  open  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning 
aad  close  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening, 
aad  shall  be  kept  open  during  the  whole 
day  of  election,  between  the  houis  afore¬ 
said  ;  provided,  the  board  of  election  may 
adjourn  the  proceedings  in  such  election 
from  one  o'clock  until  two  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  or  for  such  shorter  time, 
between  those  hours,  as  they  shall  see 
HV 

•2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act 
shall  take  effect  immediately.

Deal  rat-lion  of  French  TVolvra. 

The  Frencli  minister  of  agrieultui 
has  published  a  return,  showing  that  the 
total  number  of  wolves  killetf  during 
tke  past  year  was  701,  anil  of  these  two 
were  wolves  which  had  attacked  human 
beings,  anil  for  each  of  which  a  premium 
of  £8  was  paid;  fourteen  were  she  wolves 
with  young,  for  each  of  which  a  pre- 
tnium  of  £0  was  paid;  315  were  ordinary 
wolves,  for  which  a  premium  of  £4  was 
paid,  and  370  cubs,  forcach  of  which  a 
premium  of  32s.  was  i»aid.  The  total 
amount  paid  in  premiums  was  £1.920,  as 
against  £2,284  for  760  wolves  in  18SC, 
and  £2,620  for  900  in  1*885.  The  depart 
ment  in  which  most  wolves  were  de¬ 
stroyed  was  tho  Dordogne  (109).  the 
Vienne  (50)  and  the  Haute  Vienne  (47). — 
Chicago  Times.
